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ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  year  1V2U  has  witnessed  much  material  progress  and  re- 
construcLicn  in  our  work.     The  disorganization  of  personnel  as  a 

result  of  the  war  has  been  largely  neutralized  by 
Post-War  the  employment  of  trained  workers  and  the  re- 

Reorganization      turn  to  duty  of  physicians  and  nurses.     Since 

the  armistice  a  complete  reorganization  of  nearly 
all  of  the  departments  of  the  hospital  has  been  carried  out. 

The  new  construction  which  was  started  late  in  1919,  has 
continued  during  the  past  year.    The  Nurses'  Home  at  the  Miriam 

Memorial  Branch,  after  many  unavoidable  de- 
N'ew  lays,  was  completed  on  August  15th,  1920,  and 

Construction  occupied  by  the  supervisors  and  pupil  nurses  on 

duty.  A  section  of  the  building  was  constructed 
as  an  independent  unit  for  domestic  employees.  In  addition,  to  the 
heating  plant,  the  basement  was  constructed  to  house  the  hospital 
laundry.  Xew  equipment  was  purchased  and  installed,  and  the 
eld  laundry  in  the  hospital  basement  was  dismantled.  The  work 
of  the  Branch  had  long  outgrown  the  old  laundry.  We  now  have  a 
small  modern  laundry  with  opportunities  for  expansion,  capable 
of  meeting  our  needs  at  the  Branch  for  many  years  to  come.  In 
connection  with  this  construction,  new  water  mains  were  laid  in  the 
hospital  grounds,  and  connected  with  the  city  mains,  thus  insuring 
an  ample  supply  to  both  the  Branch  Hospital  and  Nurses'  Home. 

Reconstruction  of  the  north  wing,  which  started  late  in  1919, 
also  continued  with  some  interruptions.  It  was  carried  out  under 
many  difficulties,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  using  the  main  kitchen 
while  the  work  was  in  progress.  This  fire-proof  wing  has  been 
needed  for  many  years,  in  order  to  provide  additional  kitchen 
capacity  and  more  dining  rooms  for  nurses.  The  section  of  the 
old  building,  of  which  it  is  an  extension,  was  torn  out  and  only  the 
brick  walls  utilized  in  the  new  fire-proof  structure.  The  nurses' 
cafeteria  dining  service  installed  on  the  first  floor  is  a  model  of  its 
kind,  designed  to  fqed  400  people  at  each  meal.  The  entire  equip- 
ment is  new,  and  is  calculated  to  insure  the  highest  degree  of  sani- 
tation and  economy  in  use.  New  kitchen  equipment,  costing  up- 
wards of  ^12,000.00,  was  installed  in  the  main  kitchens.  The 
dining  room  was  opened  for  use  on  January  1st,  1921.  A  complete 
ward  Alaternity  service  with  sixteen  beds,  including  two  confine- 
ment rooms,  was  installed  on  the  second  floor.  This  splendid 
modern  Maternity  suite  fills  a  long-felt  want  in  our  hospital 
service.  The  third  floor  was  constructed  as  a  Urological  unit  for 
the  service  of  Dr.  H.  W.  Plaggemeyer,  and  is  complete  with  operat- 
ing rooms,  sterilizing  rooms,  laboratory,  ward  and  room  accommo- 
dations for  seventeen  patients.     This  Urological  unit  is  perhaps 
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unique  and  as  far  as  known,  has  no  duplicate  in  the  Central  West. 
Herein  will  be  provided  everything  necessary  to  the  scientific  and 
modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  in  this  specialt>-.  A 
roof  garden  on  the  level  of  the  fourth  floor  completes  this  new 
construction. 

This  handsome  addition  t<j  our  propert}'  was  completed  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $85,000.00,  without  equipment,  and  increases 
the  capacity  of  the  hospital  by  nineteen  beds,  bringing  the  total 
capacity  of  the  main  Hospital  and  West  Side  Branch  to  351 
beds,  divided  as  follows :

Our  plan  of  development  for  several  years  has  listed  in  the 

order  of  their  necessity  the  buildings  necessary  for  the  expansion 

and  growth  of  the  hospital. 

As  noted  above,  we  have  disposed  of  the  first  two  items  on  this 

list  in  the  construction  of  the  Nurses"  Home  at  the  West  Side 

Branch,  and  the  north  wing  addition  to  the  main  hospital,  which 

includes  the  new  kitchens  and  dining  rooms. 

The  remaining  items  in  our  development  plan   la  the  order 

of  their  urgency  are  reprinted  here  from  last  year's  report:

The  urgent  need  of  the  first  item  on  the  list  is  ^^■ell  known  to 
your  board  and  the  Attending  Medical  Staff.  We  are  seriously 
handicapped  for  space,  both  in  our  Laboratory  and  Out-Patient 
Departments.  Detroit  is  seriously  lacking  in  dispensary  facilities. 
This  hospital  is  the  second  in  size  in  a  city  of  one  million  inhabi- 
tants. The  responsibility  for  increased  Out-Patient  facilities  is  a 
community  obligation.  It  is,  however,  the  responsibilit}'  of  the 
Board  and  the  friends  of  the  hospital  to  direct  and  organize  the 
publicity  and  efforts  toward  providing  this  community  need. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  an  increased  number  of 
beds  were  unoccupied,  owing  to  the  industrial  depression.  This 
was  especially  true  of  ward  beds,  of  which  the  hospital  has  a  dis- 
proportionate number  in  relation  to  private  rooms.  The  demand 
for  private  rooms  has  been  greater  throughout  the  entire  year  than 
the  hospital  has  been  able  to  provide.     The  removal  of  City  and 
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Count}-  casCvS  from  the  hospital  to  the  newly  constructed  City  Re- 
ceiving Hospital  has  also  left  vacant  a  few  ward  beds  that  have 
heretofore  been  regularly  occupied  in  varying  numbers  by  these 
patients.  It  is  anticipated  that  need  for  every  bed  will  be  manifest 
during  the  coming  winter  months.  The  removal  of  City  patients 
has  necessitated  a  readjustment  in  order  to  provide  the  necessary 
clinical  and  teaching  material  for  the  teachers  of  the  Detroit  Col- 
lege of  Medicine.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  endowment  funds  of 
the  hospital  will  be  strained  to  their  utmost  in  order  to  provide 
sufficient  hospital  care  to  meet  the  requirements  of  patients  from 
the  Out-Patient  Department.  Heretofore  a  part  of  this  expense 
has  been  niel  b\'  ihe  Cit)'. 

'The  opportunities  for  diagnosis  in  group  medicine  have  been 
augmented  by  the  addition  to  the  Medical  service  of  an  examining 
room.  Xear  the  close  of  the  >ear,  a  metabolism  apparatus  was 
added  to  this  equipment. 

The  meetings  of  the  aliending  medical  staff  conjointly   with 
ilio  auxlllar\'  and  polyclinic  staffs  have  continued  to  sustain  the 
clinical  Interest  In  the  professional  work  of  the 
Professional  hospital.     It  Is  believed  that  few  hospital  staffs 

Progress  have   regularh    as  enthusiastic  and  large  meet- 

ings. The  attendance  has  varied  from  65  to  97 
per  meeting.  The  average  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  eight}' 
per  cent  of  the  entire  stafT.  These  meetings  are  replete  with  dis- 
cussions on  professional  and  administrative  subjects,  as  a  part  of  a 
well  prepared  program.  The  meetings  are  followed  by  a  light 
luncheon  at  1 1  o'clock.  A  moving  picture  machine  was  added  to 
the  equipment  of  the  staff  meeting  room  during  the  year.  Addi- 
tional equipment  comprises  projectoscopes,  stereoptlcan  lantern, 
blackboards,  charts,  etc.  Early  in  the  year,  the  attending  staff 
raised  a  fund  of  ^3,885.00  for  the  re-equipment  of  the  operating 
rooms.  By  means  of  this  fund,  all  operating  rooms  have  been 
eqiripped  with  Balfour  tables  and  new  furniture  throughout.  In 
addition,  the  hospital  has  provided  two  new  machines  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  gas-oxygen,  a  total  of  five  machines  now  being 
used.  The  administration  of  gas-oxygen  for  major  operations  for- 
merh'  anesthetized  with  ether  has  increased  slowly  but  pro- 
gressiveh-  during  the  past  few  years,  and  during  the  latter  part  of 
1920  gas  anesthetics  were  administered  In  over  fifty  per  cent  of 
major  operations. 

Owing  to  the  recent  discussion  of  this  subject,  a  restatement 

of  the  hospital's  position  is  desirable  at  this  time.    The  policy  of 

the  hospital  to  serve  all  properly  qualified  physl- 

Closed  \  s.  clans  and  surgeons,  has  been  religiously  carried 

Open  Hospitals      out  during  the  past  \ears.    In  this  connection,  it 
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is  to  be  pointed  out,  that  a  few  physicians  licensed  by 
the  state  are  not  qualified  for  hospital  practice.  During 
the  crowded  season  of  the  year,  notably  between  January 
1st,  and  June  15th,  it  has  been  difficult  to  provide  beds  for  others 
than  members  of  our  staff.  This  was  true  throughout  the  "influ- 
enza" epidemic  of  1919  and  1920.  Young  physicians  and  others 
who  appear  to  be  qualified,  arc  admitted  to  practice  in  the  hos- 
pital, under  supervision,  on  first  application,  and  as  soon  as  their 
ability  and  practice  conforms  to  the  high  standards  established, 
they  are  permitted  to  take  full  responsibility  for  patients. 

A  number  of  the  members  of  the  Attending  Staff  continue  to 
teach  clinical  medicine  to  the  senior  and  junior  students  of  the 
Detroit  College  of  Medicine.  During  the  year  the  following  new 
appointments  were  confirmed  by  the  Detroit  Board  of  Education.

The  Detroit  802.80.     The  allotment  of  Community  funds  in 

Community  the  conduct  of  these  departments  has  been  the 

Union  means  of  enabling  the  hospital  to  use  the  entire 

income  from  its  endowment  funds  for  free  and 
part-pay  patients.  Without  this  assistance,  the  hospital,  with  its 
undue  proportion  of  ward  or  part-pay  patients  (eighty  per  cent) 
would  have  been  unable  to  continue  the  conduct  of  its  Out-Patient 
Department  from  the  regular  income.  The  hospital  received  from 
the  Community  Union  $47,500.00  as  its  pro  rata  share  of  the 
pledges  of  1919  for  capital  expenditures.  The  failure  of  the  cam- 
paign for  capital  expenditures  and  its  subsequent  abandonment 
was  a  serious  blow  to  the  proposed  development  plan  of  the  hos- 
pital as  outlined  in  last  year's  report. 
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The  memorial  tablet  presented  to  the  hospital  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  was  completed  and  erected  in  Au- 
Memorial  gust,  1920.     It  occupies  a  conspicuous  place  in 

Tablet  the  main  lobby  and  has  attracted  much  atten- 

tion. It  is  a  fitting  memorial  to  the  officers, 
nurses  and  employes  who  served  in  the  World  War. 

Our  West  Side  Branch  has  continued  to  provide  for  the 
needs  of  the  West  Side  to  the  extent  of  its  capacity.  Statistically, 

the  amount  of  work  carried  out  during  1920  cor- 
Miciam  responded   very   closely   to   the   previous    year. 

Memorial  (See  page  30).     The  completion  of  the  Nurses' 

Branch  Home  on  the  grounds  of  the  Branch  hospital, 

and  its  occupancy  in  August,  1920,  was  a  source 
of  great  satisfaction.  The  successful  operation  of  this  branch, 
as  a  complete  general  hospital,  covering  a  period  of  several  years, 
has  demonstrated  the  practicability  of  the  maintenance  and  op- 
eration of  Branch  hospitals  at  a  fower  per  diem,  per  capita  cost 
than  the  main  institution.  This  is  possible  because  of  the  reduction 
of  overhead  for  supervision  and  the  utilization  of  laboratories  and 
other  departments  of  the  main  hospital. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School  will 
be  found  elsewhere.     It  was  our  good  fortune  to  procure  the  ser- 
vices of  Miss  Lauria  G.  Meader,  as  Principal  of 
Training  the    Training    School,    succeeding    Miss    JXlabel 

School  Haggman,  who  resigned  on  July  1,  1920.     The 

shortage  of  nurses,  which  presented  a  serious 
situation  at  this  time  last  year,  has  been  happily  relieved,  and  the 
Principal  now  has  a  waiting  list  of  highly  qualified  applicants. 
There  were  many  factors  which  operated  to  bring  about  this  in- 
creased interest  in  training  schools,  of  which  the  change  in  the  in- 
dustrial situation  was  probably  the  most  important.  Our  appeal 
to  the  medical  profession  and  the  alumni  of  the  hospital  to  interest 
themselves  in  encouraging  qualified  young  women  to  take  up 
nursing,  the  elimination  of  non-essentials  from  the  teaching  course, 
and  the  shortening  of  the  course  to  two  and  one-half  years,  were 
important  local  factors  toward  stimulating  increased  interest  in 
professional  nurse  training.  Attention  is  called  to  the  report  of 
the  Principal  elsewhere  in  this  annual.  The  complete  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  school  as  a  post-war  necessity  could  not  be  accom- 
plished until  late  in  the  year.  The  improvement  in  the  nursing 
service  to  patients,  the  fine  spirit  in  the  school,  and  the  high 
quality  of  the  probationers  is  deeply  inspiring,  and  reflects  much 
credit  on  our  Principal.  The  teaching  of  certain  didactic  subjects  in 
the  Cass  Technical  High  School  has  been  the  chief  factor  in  en- 
abling us  to  shorten  the  course  to  two  and  one-half  years. 
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The  Social  Service  Department  has  exhibited  its  usual  activity. 
During  the  latter  part  of  1920.  its  resources  were  severely  taxed 

by  the  increased  demand  for  assistance,  caused 
Social  by  the  industrial  depression.     Another  assistant 

Service  to  the  director  has  been  employed,  and  the  work 

Department  of  the  department  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  in 

a  high  state  of  efficiency.  Attention  is  called 
to  Miss  Moodie's  report  elsewhere  in  the  annual.  Miss  Moodie, 
who  gave  highly  efficient  service,  as  head  of  this  department  for 
several  years,  resigned  December  31.  1920.  ]Mrs.  Lola  S.  Bromley 
has  been  appointed  to  succeed  he)-. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  increased  during  the  year, 
and  its  further  increase  is  limited  only  b}'  the  space  available  for 
out-patient  work.     As  will  be  noted  elsewhere, 
Out-Patient  an  increased  number  of  patients  have  been  ad- 

Department  mitted  to  the  hospital  from  the  Out-Patient  De- 

partment. T4ie  extension  of  the  hours  of  the 
clinic  from  9:00  A.  M.  to  2:00  P.  M.  has  enabled  us  to  care  for  a 
larger  number  of  applicants.  The  industrial  depression  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  especially,  has  thrown  increased  responsibil- 
ity on  this  department.  After  a  service  of  several  years,  Miss  Geor- 
gina  Reid  resigned  as  Chief  Supervisor,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Miss  Olive  Reynolds,  Avho  has  maintained  the  efficient  work  carried 
out.  The  number  of  visits  to  the  department  increased  from 
14,230  to  15,287,  an  increase  of  7.42  per  cent. 

This  department  has  developed  in  a  wonderful  manner  under 
the  inspiration  and  guidance  of  Miss  Carter.     The  work  turned 

out  and  the  benefits  accruing  to  convalescent 
Occupational  patients,  has  attracted  attention,  not  only  locally 

Therapy  but  in  several  parts  of  the  country.    During  the 

Department  year  a  notable  exhibit  of  its  work  was  held  in 

the  Cit}'  Hall,  in  conjunction  with  an  exhibit  of 
the  Social  Service  Department.  It  is  unnecessary  to  state  that  this 
exhibit  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public  a  new  phase  of  our 
work,  with  which  few  people  were  familiar. 

The  members  of  the  Resident  Staff  of  the  hospital  have  given 
excellent  service  during  the  year.    The  course  of  instruction  to  the 
Residents-  has  been  amplified  and  scheduled  to 
Resident  provide  the  requisite  practical  training  demand-

graduation.  That  the  practical  and  scientific

The  Main  hospital  and  Branch  treated  826  patients  free  of 
charge  a  total  of  13,067  days,  or  7.7  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
hospital  days.  For  the  care  of  these  patients,  the 
Charity  Work  hospital  expended  over  ^40,000.00.  The  greater 
of  the  Hospital  number  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  from  the 
Out-Patient  department.  At  no  time  was  any 
worthy  case  refused  admission  on  account  of  lack  of  money.  The 
depressed  industrial  situation  has  increased  the  demands  on  the 
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hospital  for  free  medical  attention  to  such  a  degree  that  an  in- 
creased number  of  indigent  applicants  may  be  expected  in  the 
coming  year. 

Both  of  these  departments  are  still  greatly  handicapped  for 
lack  of  space.     By  the  use  of  a  waiting  room,  the  X-Ray  depart- 
ment has  been  given  a  little  relief.     There  does 
Laboratories  not  seem  to  be  any  practical  relief  for  the  patho- 

and  X-Ray  logical  laboratory',  until  such  time  as  funds  for 

Department  a   new   building  will   provide   additional   space. 

The  work  of  both  laboratories  has  decidedly  in- 
creased during  the  year,  and  they  are  maintained  at  a  high  state 
of  efficiency.  Owing  to  the  limited  space  for  personnel  and  equip- 
ment, it  is  not  possible  for  the  hospital  to  carry  out  any  extensive 
research  work  until  funds  and  space  are  available. 

The   success   of  the  post-graduate  courses   has   been   an   in- 
spiration to  all  heads  of  departments.     The  course  in   Surgical 
Anesthesia  especially  has  attracted  wide  atten- 
Post-Graduate       tion.   and  the  demand   for  post-graduates   who 
Courses  have  completed  the  course  is  far  in  excess  of  the 

personnel  available,  although  four  classes  are 
graduated  each  year.  The  Federal  Vocational  service  has  availed 
itself  of  opportunities  to  give  several  ex-war  nurses  post-graduate 
training  in  one  or  the  other  of  these  courses.  During  the  year  a 
post-graduate  course  in  X-Ray  technique  and  advanced  labora- 
tory technique  was  established.  Owing  to  the  increased  demands 
on  the  superintendent  and  heads  of  departments,  it  has  become 
necessary  to  discontinue  the  course  in  Hospital  Economics,  Ad- 
ministration and  Institutional  Nursing.  Avhich  was  organized  in 
1908.  This  course  has  furnished  over  one  hundred  graduates  to 
the  hospitals  of  the  country  as  supervisors  or  executives  In  some 
administrative  capacity,  many  of  whom  are  still  in  active  service. 
It  was  discontinued  with  much  regret  at  a  time  when  it  seemed 
at  the  height  of  its  success.

H.  L.  Gilchrist,  U.  S.  A.,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  project,  the 
Bolsheviki  captured  Tarnapoo!;  and  it  was  necessary  to  move  the 
hospital  project  toWarsaw.  Here  on  August  22,  1920,  The  Grare 
Hospital  of  Detroit,  AJich.,  was  formally  opened.  It  was  estab- 
lished in  one  of  the  largest  auditoriums  in  Warsaw  and  was  a 
unique  enterprise.  It  immediately  began  to  functionate  in  the 
care  of  wounded  Polish  soldiers  who  crowded  into  Warsaw  from 
the  battlefront.

The  graduating  exercises  for  the  Class  of  1920  were  held  May 
12th,  the  school  as  in  pre\'ious  years  participating  in  the  Detroit 
Communit}'  Commencement  Exercises.  Twent\-se\"en  nurses  re- 
ceived diplomas  and  the  school  pin. 

The  eight-hour  day  voted  for  adoption  b\'  the  Training  School 
Committee  went  into  effect  June  1st,  1920.  This  arrangement  has 
proven  very  satisfactory,  resulting  in  improved  study  hours,  class 
work,  rest  and  recreation  for  the  nurses,  also  better  service  to 
patients. 

The  change  ivom  a  three  }'ear  to  a  two  and  one-half  year 
course  of  training  has  also  been  adopted.  The  assumption  of  the 
teaching  of  Chemistry,  part  of  Dietetics  and  other  subjects  by  the 
facultx'  of  the  Cass  Technical  High  School  rendered  the  shortening 
of  the  course  possible. 

Another  change  of  importance  has  been  the  discontinuance 
with  the  class  of  1920  of  the  ^50.00  honorarium.  Commencing 
Ma\-  1st,  1921,  all  pupil  nurses  in  the  Training  School  who  have 
completed  their  probationary  period  as  an  ''Expense  Allowance" 
receive  $10.00  per  month  for  the  first  twehe  months  and  $12.00 
per  mcjnth  for  the  remaining  fifteen  months. 

I'here  has  also  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  nursing  stall 
during  the  past  year,  the  most  important  being  the  resignation  of 
Aliss  Mabel  Haggman,  Principal  of  the  Training  School;  Miss 
Ethel  I.  Janes,  Assistant  Principal,  and  Miss  Helen  M.  Pollock, 
Instructor  of  Nurses.  These  vacancies  have  been  filled  by  Aliss 
Jean  Cochrane,  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  as  iVssis-

tant  Principal,  and  Miss  Janette  Still.  \\'(-)nian's  Hospital.   Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  as  Instructor. 

For  the  past  number  of  years  the  pri\ate  and  ward  floors  of 
the  hospital  have  been  in  charge  of  graduate  nurse  supervisors.  As 
an  experiment  to  secure  improved  service  and  more  direct  super- 
vision of  the  nurses'  practical  work,  the  departments  have  been 
divided  and  head  nurses  placed  in  charge  of  the  smaller  di\-isions. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  applicants  during  the  past  year 
has  indeed  been  welcome.  The  applicants  considered  have  all  had 
tAvo  }'ears  High  School  education  or  the  equivalent.  The  majorit\- 
are  High  School  graduates. 

The  general  health  of  the  nurses  has  been  good  and  although 
quite  a  number  were  very  ill  during  the  influenza  epidemic,  all  with 
the  exception  of  one  made  a  satisfactor}"  recovery.  It  is  with 
regret  we  note  the  death  of  Miss  Helen  Willis,  Junior  nurse,  who 
died  February  1st,  1920,  of  pneumonia,  following  influenza. 

The  class  work  is  being  given,  following  as  closely  as  possible 
the  outline  as  required  b>-  the  National  Curriculum  for  Schools  of 
Nursing.  The  Junior  Class  has  finished  the  Chemistry  Course 
given  at  the  Cass  Technical  High  School,  and  are  now  attending  the 
course  in  Dietetics  at  the  same  institution.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  by  the  officers  of  the  High  School  to  make  these  courses  a 
success  for  the  nurses. 

The  course  of  lectures  given  b}-  the  Staff  Doctors  has  been  re- 
sumed and  the  classes  interrupted  during  the  influenza  epidemic 
have  been  started  with  satisfactory  results.  The  nurses  all  appear 
much  interested. 

The  increased  number  of  nurses  has  made  possible  again  our 
affiliations  with  the  Herman  Kiefer  Hospital,  also  the  Social  Ser- 
vice instructions  and  practical  experience  in  that  branch  of  nursing. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  and  all 
who  have  shown  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  nurses. 

To  Mrs.  H.  B.  Joy  we  wish  again  to  extend  a  vote  of  thanks 
for  the  Vacation  House  at  Grosse  Isle,  for  the  Christmas  Partv  re- 
freshm.ents,  for  the  concert  and  theatre  tickets  provided  during  the 
year,  and  for  her  unlimited  kindly  interest,  realized  and  appreci- 
ated by  the  entire  Training  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PATHOLOGICAL  LABORATORIES 

To  the  Superintendent: 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
Laboratory  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1920.  Our  han- 
dicap for  larger  working  quarters  is  more  than  e\'er  recognized. 
The  many  new  and  technical  procedures  which  we  ha\e  recently 
taken  up  have  been  done  under  great  difficulty  at  times.  Some  of 
the  new  examinations  which  we  have  been  called  upon  to  carry 
out  may  be  listed:  The  testing  of  all  milk  that  comes  to  the  hos- 
pital for  the  number  of  bacteria,  and  the  butter-fat  content,  specific 
gravity,  total  solids;  the  teaching  of  elementary  laboratory  work  to 
the  nurses  who  are  in  attendance  upon  the  course  in  Anesthesia; 
the  bacterial  study  of  cultures  taken  from  all  dressings  and  catgut 
used  in  the  operating  rooms  for  sterility;  the  saving  and  prepara- 
tion of  surgical  and  post-mortem  tissues,  for  teaching  purposes,  and 
demonstrations;  the  examination  of  all  tissue  specimens  taken  at 
operation,  for  gross  description  and  diagnosis;  the  gross  descrip- 
tion of  all  placentas;  and  the  running  of  bloods  on  each  infant 
born  in  the  Main  Hospital  and  the  Branch,  for  serological  tests. 
We  are  glad  to  report  the  installation  of  a  chemical  table  whereby 
the  blood  and  urine  chemistry  may  be  carried  out  with  much  more 
ease.  In  this  work  we  were  aided  by  Miss  Alartha  Aldrich  from 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  who  left  us  to  take  a  position 
at  the  Ma>o  Clinic.  Her  work  has  been  ver}'  well  taken  up  by 
Miss  Forster.  Our  bacteriological  work  is  being  carried  out  by 
Miss  McW'hirk.  who  is  doing  a  splendid  type  of  work.

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REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent: 

I  take  much  pleasure  in  herewith  submitting  the  eighth  annual 
report  of  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Grace  Hospital. 

On  January  1st,  1919,  the  Detroit  Community  Union  assumed 
the  financial  responsibility  of  this  department.  The  appropriation 
granted  has  made  possible  the  establishment  of  some  greatly 
needed  welfare  activities. 

A  salaried  assistant  to  the  Director  has  been  a  \-ery  welcome 
addition  to  our  Social  Service  staff. 

In  May,  our  Venereal  Clinic  greatly  increased  its  utility  by 
opening  a  department  for  the  weekly  administration  af  Salvarsan. 
The  very  moderate  fee  of  $2.00  per  treatment  is  asked  if  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  patient  permit;  whenever  necessary  treatments 
are  given  absolutely  free  of  charge. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  Dr.  A.  E.  Schiller,  under  whose  adminis- 
tration the  number  of  patients  admitted  to  this  clinic  has  increased 
three-fold  in  one  year.  His  untiring  efforts  have  already  met  with 
some  extremeh'  gratifying  results. 

Between  May  18th  and  December  30th,  107  Salvarsan  treat- 
ments have  been  given. 

As  the  earl}-  recognition  and  treatment  of  venereal  diseases, 
which  constitute  one  of  our  greatest  national  scourges,  forms  un- 
doubtedly, our  most  vital  community  responsibility,  we  consider 
this  clinic  deserves  special  attention  amongst  our  welfare  activi- 
ties. 

This  year,  owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  nurses  in  our 
training  schools,  the  term  of  service  in  the  Social  Service  depart- 
ment has  been  somewhat  shortened.  It  has  been  most  gratifying 
to  note  the  keen  interest  and  splendid  co-operation  which  our 
pupils  have  evinced.  This  has  been  tangibly  evidenced  by  gener- 
ous contributions  of  money  and  toys  for  our  Clinic  Christmas 
Tree  and  dinners  from  graduates  who  helped  in  this  department 
over  two  years  ago. 

At  the  Community  Fund  Exhibition,  which  was  held  in  the 
City  Hall  immediately  prior  to  the  November  drive,  some  of  our 
activities  were  represented  by  photographs  and  miniature  table 
exhibits  of  some  of  the  clinic  rooms. 

Our  Pediatric  Department  continues  to  form  one  of  the  most 
constructive  and  appealing  branches  of  welfare  w^ork. 

Through  co-operation  with  the  Sigma  Gamma  Orthopedic 
Clinic,  which  is  under  the  expert  direction  of  Dr.  Carroll  L.  Storey, 
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many  children  requiring  operations  have  been  admitted  to  the 
hospital.  After  their  recovery  they  were  returned  to  this  clinic, 
which  is  specially  equipped  for  the  out-patient  care  of  such  cases. 
This  arrangement,  alTording  to  the  patient  as  it  does,  the  specialized 
care  of  both  institutions,  has  proven  very  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

Miss  Bernardine  Binr.c,  a  former  clinic  clerk,  very  thought- 
fully gave  a  delicate  thirteen-year-old  girl  a  long  summer  outing 
at  her  home  in  the  countrx'. 

The  Pingree  Club,  composed  of  young  Y.  W'.C.  A.  girls,  gener- 
ously provided  four  families  v.ith  Thanksgiving  dinners. 

Our  usual  Clinic  Christmas  tree  entertainment  delighted  the 
hearts  of  over  one  hundred  children,  who  received  presents,  cake, 
cand\-,  ice  cream  and  apples.  Charming  Christmas  stories  were 
told  by  the  Reverend  H.  Leber,  Episcopal  City  Missionary,  and 
Mrs.  Canfield.  both  of  whom  are  gifted  with  the  rare  art  of  story- 
telling. 

During  the  }ear  2.189  visits  were  made  to  patients'  homes  and 
in  their  behalf.

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REPORT   OF   DENTAL    CLINIC 

To  the  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Grace  Hospital 
Dental  Clinic  of  the  Detroit  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1920.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  report  shows  a 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  work  accomplished  and  this  is  due  to  the 
following  reasons : 

First — During  the  past  year  the  work  dt»ne  has  been  confined 
to  the  regular  hospital  work;  that  is,  no  schools  have  been  as- 
signed days  for  sending  children.  This  is  the  prime  cause  and 
was  brought  about  so  as  to  prevent  loss  of  time  from  school  for 
the  children. 

Second — The  other  cause  is  the  general  condition  that  effects 
all  departments,  namely,  increase  in  cost  of  operation. 

This  report,  however,  shows  a  greater  amount  of  work  done 
for  the  hospital's  out-patients  than  ever  before.  We  endeavor  to 
make  every  operation  as  nearly  perfect  as  conditions  will  permit. 
The  work  is  not  only  remedial  but  also  educational.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 
DEPARTMENT 

1920 

To  the  Superintendent: 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Occupational  Therapy 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1920. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  continued  to  be  of  great 
benefit  to  man)'  patients  in  the  hospital,  and  to  many  after  dis- 
charge to  their  homes,  not  only  from  a  therapeutic,  but  also  from 
a  financial  standpoint,  enabling  them  in  some  instances  to  augment 
their  regular  income  by  proceeds  from  this  work. 

One  case  may  be  cited:  A  man  seriously  handicapped  by 
the  results  of  an  accident,  continued  the  work  after  leaving  the 
hospital  wherefrom  he  obtained  his  materials  at  cost.  In  eight 
months  he  was  able  to  sell  over  $600.00  worth  of  articles;  and  has 
good  prospects  of  continuing  his  sales. 

At  the  exhibit  given  by  the  Detroit  Community  Union  last 
November  this  Department  was  represented  by  means  of  panels  on 
which  specimens  of  the  various  forms  of  handicraft  were  dis- 
played. A  miniature  ward  was  arranged  which  depicted  patients  in 
bed  and  in  wheel  chairs  engaged  in  the  occupations  most  suited  to 
the  positions  which  their  disabilities  necessitated. 

Through  the  kindly  co-operation  of  the  ph},-siclans  patients 
were  taken  down  to  the  Exhibition  Hall  in  wheel  chairs,  from 
which  they  gave  practical  demonstrations  which  excited  great 
interest  and  attracted  much  attention. 

Through  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Rainbow  Shop  with 
this  Department,  the  problem  of  the  disposition  of  the  articles 
made  has  been  greatly  simplified.  We  wish  to  express  our  grateful 
appreciation  to  this  most  helpful  organization. 

We  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  medical  fraternity  ma\'  be 
most  helpful  by  emphasizing  the  mental  and  physical  value  of 
handicraft  to  those  patients  who  are  obliged  to  remain  in  the  hos- 
pital for  lengthy  periods.  A  word  from  the  physician  carries  great 
weight  with  the  average  patient;  and  if  the  work  be  recommended 
as  a  part  of  his  prescription  may  stimulate  him  to  employ  his  time 
to  greater  advantage.
